AROUND THE CAMPUS 


Science Center to be Dedicated 


HE IMPORTANT ROLE of a small liberal arts college in the Juniata Valley and 

its relation to the complex world of scientific achievements will be empha- 
sized at the dedication of Juniata College's new Science Center April 16.. 

A dedication committee, headed by Dr. Donald M. Rockwell, professor of 

chemistry and chairman of the division of natural sciences, is planning a three- 

day program for the major event of the College’s 90th anniversary observance. 


Highlighting the schedule of events 
will be the ceremony of dedication in 
Oller Hall at 11 a. m. Saturday, April 
16. Guests from colleges and univer- 
sities in full academic costume will 
participate in the ceremony .. . an 
address by a prominent scientist will 
be heard .. . honorary degrees will 
be conferred on distinguished alumni 
and men of science. 

Prior to the dedication ceremony 
will be a science lecture in the Focus 
series on Thursday evening and two 
symposiums in science on Friday after- 
noon and evening. All will be open to 
the public. 

Dr. Gerald Holton, professor of 
physics at Harvard University, will 
be the Will Judy lecturer on “Science 
Fashions a New Style” at 8:15 p. m. 
Thursday, April 14. 

The symposiums at 3:30 and 8:15 
p- m. Friday, April 15, will feature 
important men in the four sciences. 
Included are three alumni: Dr. Erwin 
L. Hahn ’43, professor of physics, Uni- 
versity of California; Dr. Walter J. 
Hamer ’29, chief of the electro-chemis- 
try section, National Bureau of Stand- 
ards; and Dr. Jack E. Myers ’34, pro- 
fessor of zoology, University of Texas. 
The fourth guest will be Dr. Hollis D. 
Hedberg, professor of geology, Prince- 
ton University. 

Open house for guests to tour the 
sparkling new $2,700,000 Science Cen- 
ter will be scheduled Friday and Sat- 
urday at 10 a. m. and 2 p. m. 

The four-unit building, which has 
been under construction since mid- 
summer of 1964, is located across from 
the L. A. Beeghly Library on Moore 
Street. 

The Science Center will provide a 
focal point for a broad scope of ac- 
tivities. For example, the two-story 
circular unit at the hub has a 448-seat 


auditorium (known as Alumni Hall) 
and two lecture halls which can be a 
meeting place for the college and the 
communities of the Juniata Valley. 
This unit also contains a Science Li- 
brary of some 23,000 volumes. 

In the three wings will be housed 
the most up-to-date and best equipped 
facilities for chemistry (south wing), 
biology (west wing), geology and 
physics (north wing). 

The completion of the largest build- 
ing project undertaken at the College 
and its dedication will help to main- 
tain the College’s outstanding record 
in producing scientists. 


Consulting Committee 
A FACULTY CONSULTING Committee has 
been appointed by Dr. Morley J. 
Mays, Dean of the College and Vice- 
President for Academic Affairs, to co- 
ordinate with the Development office 
on approaching foundations and gov- 
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ernment with specific proposals for 
assistance. 

Main purpose of the three-man com- 
mittee will be to interpret programs 
now functioning at the college; learn 
what the faculty is doing in research 
and other projects; and determine if 
foundations or government grants may 
be obtained to support such programs 
and projects. 

Chairmen of each of the three divi- 
sions have appointed: Dr. Kenneth W. 
Crosby, professor of history, Division 
I; Prof. Duane F. Stroman, assistant 
professor of sociology, Division II; 
and Dr. Charles H. Spink, assistant 
professor of chemistry, Division III, 
to work with Dean Mays and H. Ger- 
ald Quigg, Associate Director of De- 
velopment. 

Individual members of the faculty 
may present ideas for specific pro- 
posals through the appropriate divi- 
sion representative to discuss with the 
Development Office.

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Ground was broken in mid-summer for construction of this residence for 178 men. Lo- 
cated west of North Hall, the building is scheduled for use in September, 1966. Two main 
dormitory units, with a connecting lounge and service unit, are being built by Paul E. 
Hickes, contractor in the Juniata Valley from Alexandria, Pa. Total cost will be $940,000, 
most of which is financed on a Federal loan from the Housing and Home Finance Agency.
